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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closet 
prior art of record (Mendelson et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,745,698) does not teach nor 
suggest in detail an asynchronous transfer mode (ATM) digital document delivery system 
than comprises: 

"means for controlling a data rate of the content data stream between the 
server and the buffer to ensure maintenance of a steady content data stream from the 
customer premise equipment unit to the customer during a loss of a physical layer 
between the server and the customer premise equipment unit, the means for controlling 
including a network control system coupled to the server and the customer premise 
equipment unit, wherein the customer premise equipment unit is configured to deliver 
the content data stream at a rate less than a normal rate when the physical layer is lost 
and the network control system is configured for increasing the data rate of the content 
data stream to the customer premise equipment unit from the server for a period of time 
when the physical layer is restored (emphasis added), and a multiplexer coupled 
between the customer premise equipment unit and the network control system, the 
multiplexer including a signaling mechanism to alert at least one component that the 
physical layer is lost." 
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2. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered 
allowable on the same basis as the independent claims as well as for the further 
limitations set forth. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
